8. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1, wherein the at least one parameter is 
inputted to the process by a command line.

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a plurality of computers connected to each other by a network, wherein the process 
resides on at least one of the computers and said process establishes a communication with a 
second process residing on another one of the at least one of the computers to enable the first 
process to be used to allow the second process to create a software package utilizing the 
operating system native to the computer containing the second process. 

(Currently amended) A method for building software packages that operates on an 
operating system comprising the steps of: 

determining the operating system on which the software package will operate; 

providing the location of the files and directories in a server which comprise the 
software; 

providing a location on the sever wherein the location is the place in which the files 
and directories will be placed, and 

utilizing a set of programs unique to the determined operating system in order to 
create [[a]] said software package capable of being installod on installation m e dia , wherein at 
least one unique identifier of the software and components of the software are provided to the 
set of programs.
